CONFISCATION OF LANDS BY
TAXRATION, IN SOUTEH CAR-
D1.INA.

The statement made sometime ago
by the Charleston News and Courier
that in the eity of Charleston alone,
more than 2,900 picees of real estate
had been [orfeited to the State for
nonpayment of taxes exited so much

unfaverable comment npon the legis-

lation that bronght abont such a
state of affairs that altempis wera
made to show that the condition of

Charleston was a peeuliar one, and
that the nonpayment of taxes then
from an uawillingness rather
than an inability to pay then.

In order to set this matter at rest the
News and Cowrier sent out a eirenlar
to all parts of the State asking inform-
ation in the premises,

Referring to the information thus
received and laid Defore its readers in
detail, the News and Couricr says :

The general result, as shown by the
table, is that in 19 eounties, during the
carrent year, 93,239 acres, equal to
146 square miles of land, having been
sold for taxes, and 343,971 aeres, equal
to 037 square miles, have been forfeit-
ed to, and are held by, the State. Nor
does the loss, terrible as it is, fall on
the whites alone. Many colored men
who bad, by industry and thrift, ac-
quired the means of purchasing small
farms, hiave been stripped of them by
the tax-gatherers of the very officials
whom they elevated to power, and
who, by their profligaey and frand,
bring ruin npon tue heads of their po-
litical opponents and their peculiar
constituents, Tt 1strue that in some
eases the forfeited lands are said to
have been of  little valne ; but, mak-
iz a liberal allowanee for these, it
will be scen at o glanee that taxation in
South Caroling is fast approaching the
